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Farm to School ~ 
Watermelon radishes are available all year round, but are at season’s 
peak during spring and late fall, since they are a cool season crop 
preferring cold temperatures that are lower than 68 degrees. If the soil is 
too warm, it can affect the flavor of the radish making it very bitter. 

Watermelon Radish 
Radishes are good for you because: they are a good source of 

Vitamin C, Potassium and Calcium to help you have a well balanced diet! 

Selection and Storage ~  
Look for Watermelon Radishes with smooth skin free of big cracks. 
Avoid Radishes that are soft, spongy and with brown spots. 
Store Radishes for up to one week in the refrigerator.
